have seen the dog in Newfoundland 
are of opinion that it is a cross be- 
tween European breeds, for there is

cern themselves greatly as to its 
origin. it is a good companion and 
undeniably handsome. The New- 
foundland dog is not always black, a 
gub-variety, black and white, being 
known as the Landseer, and I have 
known of brown and bronze-coloured 
specimens, The broad and massive 
head, the flat skull, short and square 
muzzle, are great points of the 
breed. The eyes are rather small, 
deeply set, and showing no haw; 
while the ears should be small, set

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The Lakenfelder Fowl. 

Since being introduced into. this 
country in 1902, the Lakenfelder has 
made capital progress; its value has 
most assuredly come recognised, 
and at all the leading shows one 
now meets with excellent classes. It 
is an ancient German breed, and, no 
doubt, originated from the Campine, 
but the formation of the body does 
not favour flesh production, and as 
a table fowl the Lakenfelder -is 
naturally unsuitable. The females 
are summer ‘layers and non-sitters, 
and their eggs are white-shelled. The 
birds will do well in confinement, 
but being of an active nature they 
are much less trouble, and cost less 
to keep in the best condition, when 
they are allowed a large range. The 
chickens are hardy and quick 
growers. There is only one variety 
of Lakenfelder. The breed "e 
sprightly, and greatly resembles the 
pencilled variety of the Hamburgh 
in general shape. The cock’s comb 
is of medium size, single, evenly 
serrated, carried in an upright. posi- 
tion, and following ` the contour of 
the head; the lobes are of almond 
shape. The body is rather long, the 
breast nicely rounded and_ broad, 
also the back portion rounded, and 
the ventral part not of too pointed 
appearance, althongh tapering to 
wards the tail, the body being car- 


low drills, and the seeds covered from 
Zin. to din. deep.. Generally speak- 
ing, a pint of good seed will be 
sufficient for a row of twelve or 
fifteen yards in length. . For those of 
ordinary height the rows should be 
3ft. or 4 ft. apart, the taller sorts

If 
the season is unfavourable for sowing 
in the open ground early in spring, 
sowings should be made in pots in a 
cool pit or frame in February for} 
planting out in April; ten OF twelve 
peas in a vot will be sufficient, and 
these when planted out should be 
carefully divided 50 as to disturb the 
rocts as little as possible.
